With respect to the limitations of independent claim 1 , Hodson ('860) 
determines the location of an object by at least one sensor, determines the 
amount of space in which the object is probably present, and displays the 
probabilistic area in which the object is to be found. Please note the Abstract of

The further limitations of dependent claims 3-7 are fully met by Hodson 
('860) as being inherent in the computations necessary to accomplish the 
disclosed functions in Hodson ('860).
